page. The “pinwheel” bus is taking form in Kellett Air¬ 
craft’s plant in North Wales, Pennsylvania. It’s a heli¬ 
copter, of course, and it’s called the KH-2. It will carry 
ten passengers, too, just as the sedans do. But there 
similarity ceases. Instead of crawling along through 
traffic, you’ll go over the building tops at a speed of 
118 miles per hour. You’ll land on a city roof, pos¬ 
sibly your own hotel, and slip down to the street in an 
elevator. That last 20 miles of post-arrival travel will 
become 15 minutes of fun instead of a boresome hour. 

The KH-2, which Kellett says will be ready for use 
in about eight months, will carry a total useful load 
of 2,942 lbs., and will have a gross weight of about 
11,600 lbs. Range will be 180 miles.— C. B. Colby.
